Dr.  John  Harr  is  faculty  sponsor  in 
charge  of  the  evenL.  They  have  named  chairmen  and  committee 
members  for  various  Homecoming  activities,  but  organizations 
which  have  not  as  yet  named  representatives  to  the  committee 
should  do  so,  and  these  people  will  be  added  to  committees. 

“Songs  of  the  Fifties”  will 
be  the  theme  for  beauty  float 
entries  in  the  parade.  “Comic 
Strips  and  Cartoons  of  the 
Fifties”  is  the  theme  for  hu¬ 
mor  floats.  House  decorations 
will  be  fashioned  after  “Ad¬ 
vertising  and  Slogans  of  the 
Fifties.” 

Ideas  for  floats  for  the  parade 
and  house  decorations  must  be 
entered  by  Sepl.  30.  Entries.for 
variety  show  skits  already  have 
been  taken,  and  scripts  must  be 
entered  by  Sepl.  30  Minor 
parade  entries  must  be  entered 
by  Oct.  7. 

The  variety  show  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  the  evenings  of  Oct.  20 
and  Oct.  21.  Dr.  Ralph  Fulsom, 
head  of  the  speech  and  drama¬ 
tics  department,  will  be  organ¬ 
izational  director  for  the  show. 

Each  skit  will  have  an  early 
preliminary  rehearsal.  A  week 
later  each  skit  will  have  a  pro¬ 
gress  rehearsal,  and  a  week 
later  each  skit  will  have  a  pol¬ 
ishing  rehearsal.

Rules  have  been  changed 
slightly  for  the  Homecoming 
queen  contest.  These  changes 
were  made  by  representa- 
tivesof  the  Homecoming  com¬ 
mittee  and  approved  by  the 
Student  Senate. 

Deadline  for  entrants  in  the 
contest  is  Sepl.  30.  Each  en¬ 
trant  must  have  been  on  cam¬ 
pus  at  least  one  regular  semes¬ 
ter  preceding  this  semester. 
This  excludes  first  semester 
freshmen  and  first  semester 
transfer  students.  Each  entrant 
must  have  at  least  a  1.0  grade 
point  average  and  be  backed 
by  a  body  of  25  students.

Committee  Plans 
New  College  Style 

What’s  the  college  style,  to¬ 
day? 

This  is  not  always  a  question 
that  can  be  answered  by  refer¬ 
ence  lo  Vogue,  Seventeen,  or 
Esquire,  for  often  “style”  re¬ 
fers  to  the  college  require¬ 
ments  for  writing  a  research 
paper. 

At  NWMSC  style  has  for 
years  been  set  by  THE  RE¬ 
SEARCH  PAPER,  “The  Lit¬ 
tle  Blue  Book”  by  Mattie 
Dykes.  It's  all  different  now; 
the  style  changes  this  semes¬ 
ter. 

Dr.  Frank  Grube  has  revised 
the  “Little  Blue  Book”  to  con¬ 
form  with  the  requirements  of 
the  NWMSC  English  depart¬ 
ment  and  with  the  standards  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  style 
manual,  A  Manual  for  Writers 
of  Dissertations  by  Kate  L. 
Turabian  (familiarly  called, 
“Turabian). 

Dr.  Grube  was  authorized  by 
the  faculty  council  to  choose  a 
committee  from  the  faculty  to 
set  standards  of  documenta¬ 
tion  and  to  settle  some  disputed 
usages. 

The  committee  consists  of 
Dr.  John  Harr,  Dr.  Sterling 
Surrey,  Dr.  Leon  Miller,  and 
Dr.  Irene  Mueller;  Dr.  Grube 
has  continued  as  chairman. 
The  revision  of  “the  Little  Blue 
Book”  is  pari  of  its  work. 

It  is  planned  that  the  new 
standards  apply  to  both  grad¬ 
uate  and  undergraduate  work. 
However  if  the  college  becomes 
a  graduate  center  of  Missouri 
U.  further  changes  may  oe 
needed. 


New  System- 
Old  Problems 
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Working  Through  College 
Or  Working  the  Prof? 

“And  the  eleventh  commandment,”  said  the  senior,  “is: 
Don’t  get  caught.” 

But  what  about  the  other  ten?  They’re  still  on  the  books  or 
in  the  Book  rather. 

People  often  try  to  dress  up  cheating;  they  call  it  liberating, 
hiking,  lifting,  or  some  other  less  harsh  name.  But  putting  cheat¬ 
ing  in  Sunday  clothes  doesn’t  change  the  law;  you  can  clip  a 
poodle  so  that  he  looks  like  a  lion  but  he  is  still  a  poodle  at  heart. 
Cheating  is  stealing;  it  is  wrong  morally  and  punishable  legally. 

In  tiie  spring  semester  of  this  year  a  number  of  students 
were  caught  trying  to  pass  off  as  their  own  term  papers  which 
they  had  copied  from  someone  else.  Some  of  the  guilty  ones 
offered  the  excuse  that  this  plagarism  was  not  as  serious  as 
cheating  on  a  test.  Actually  it  is  much  more  serious. 

No  faculty  member  at  NWMSC  will  accept  such  an  excuse  or 
any  excuse  for  cheating. 

Students  who  cheat  are  harmed  morally;  if  such  students 
are  caught,  they  will  be  punished  by  the  school. 

But  something  needs  to  be  said  on  the  other  side;  why  do 
6tudenls  cheat?  From  the  student’s  point  of  view  what  can  the 
faculty  do  to  discourage  cheating? 

A  leading  educator  says  that  if  the  teacher  takes  an  interest 
in  the  class  while  it  is  taking  a  test,  there  is  less  likely  to  be 
cheating. 

Likewise  the  teacher  should  assure  the  student  that  his 
paper  is  being  given  a  careful  and  considerate  reading. 

The  same  educator  says  that  an  excessive  value  placed  on 
a  test  or  on  a  paper  in  determining  the  semester’s  grade  will 
encourage  cheating.  Too  few  tests  have  the  same  effect. 

But  the  final  responsibility  is  the  student’s.

Freshmen  Need 
Orientation,  Lab 

All  freshmen  students  must 
take  Education  I,  Freshman 
Orientation,  as  a  requirement 
for  graduation. 

This  course  is  divided  into 
two  parts;  (1)  Three  weeks  of 
discussions  about  personal  and/ 
or  social  problems  confronting 
new  students  on  this  campus 
and  (2)  Six  weeks  of  orienta¬ 
tion  to  effective  reading  pre¬ 
sented  by  Mr.  Ralph  Cater  in 
the  reading  laboratory. 

After  the  first  three  weeks 
the  freshmen  will  be  divided 
into  two  groups.  One  group  will 
meet  in  the  reading  course  for 
the  next  six  weeks.  Then  the 
second  group  will  take  six 
weeks  of  the  course. 

The  value  to  be  derived  from 
this  orientation  insight  and  in¬ 
formation  mays  not  be  immed¬ 
iately  evident  to  new  students, 
but  as  the  activities  and  re¬ 
quirements  of  college  life  un¬ 
fold,  such  orientation  will  be¬ 
come  more  evident  and  useful, 
according  to  Dr.  Koerble,  dean 
of  students. 

Considering  the  amount  of 
reading  a  college  student  is  re¬ 
quired  to  do,  any  improvement 
in  his  reading  habits  will  assist 
him  in  successfully  meeting  the 
higher  standards  of  college 
courses  in  comparison  with  his 
high  school  efforts,  Mr.  Cater 
said.
